ROOT OF TROUBLE 

He said- that the root of our 
troubles is our Inability to gear 
our economy so we can trade 
on a reasonable level with the 
rest of the world. . 

However, we should not have 
to reduce wages, or increase the 
work week, but we should get 
everyone, thinking about the pro- 
blem, and what each indi- 
vidual can do to help it: by 
working harder, and usin^ ener- 
gy to more advantage tha«i they 
are now. - . .; ,• . 
IMPORTS 
Canadians are Importing more 
jnanufactured goods today than 
ever before. They have not only 
priced . themselves out of world 
markets, but also out of domes- 
tic markets, he claimed. 

This is largely due to our high 
wage scale. An assembly line 
worker .in Canada gets about 
$1.70 an hour, while in Japan, 
the same worker receives only 
$1 per day. 

Their producls (as well as tlioss 
of olhur foreign manufacturers I 
are fully as jjood as ours, with re- 
gard to quality, performance.' de-' 
sign, and consumer acceptability. 
Furthermore, they can ship the 
merchandise liere for an overall 
cost of less than lh?.t -of manu- 
facture in Canada. 

"Some people argue tliat Japan 
has a very low .standard of living", 
he continued, "ortd that soon in- 
flation-^ will catch up to them too. 
1 do not feel either of these ore 
sound in fact." . • 

The Japanese standard of llvln« 
is different from oiirs, but it is 
very good, he staled. 

REFRIGERATORS 
As an example, he cited the 
growing' size of refi^erators.a tou- 
chy point witliJiirii as tiis wife was 
trying to get hhn to buy her a new 
one. .. 

The Jhoancsc have no use for 
rcfri!,'cr.ilor.s. A ■housewife shops 
for food on the average of three 
times drily, and very little is kept 
at home. 

As for inflation, he sugsestfd 
that spme other cotmtry will fill 



the gap. He told of his observa* 
tions while in Hong Kong. 

Tlipre, he saw a Japanese fimV 
ojwiing a new factory to take ad- 
vantage of the lower wagos which 
could be paid there.

He mentioned the fact that cer- 
tain people feel the Japanese work 
in "swealsliops".

Four thousand people built tran- 
sistors in this parlicular factory It 
was entirely ajr conditioned.* clean 
and lidy;_ all the workers \\vr<s 
clean white smocks; and there 
was a fully equipped canteen. 
He said that Ids inain aihi woa

He did make a few sug.ijestioai, 
nevertheless. "We must look to 
management for guidance," h-j 
said, "and management must fir3t 
cipar up il.s own problems. such*i 
getting rid of unnecessary opera*

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The Disarmament Question 

The Combined Universities Campaign for Nu- 
clear Disarmament has enjoyed rapid growth not 
only at McGill but on every major Canadian campus. 
It embraces: within its ranks people of all political 
stripes and colors. On thé surfaci|thî«might appear 
good, but like the old contradiction in vaudeville, this 

can also be bad. , . . . • x. 

We have talked to a number of these interesting 
and idealistic young men and women, and they have 
takçn gi-€flt pains to inform us of the objectives of 
their movement Few, if any, were agreed pn them. 
Some said they wanted Canada to get rid of her nu- 
clear weapons, but whenjt was pointed out that we 
have none, and that we have no firm commitment to 
obtain them, they appeared dumbfounded. It is true 
that Canada is constructing two BORTARC "B" laun- 
ching sites, but this weapon can be used with a con- 
ventional war-head. 

Othef- members of CUCND have informed us 
that they want this country to disarm unilaterally. 
This might be fool-hardy as a cursorj' - e^nminatiôn 
of recent history will show. An inadequately^armed 
West has resulted jn the Selge of PaHsSinltije/ First 
World War, Dunkirk in the Second WorWkVJTar, and 
the Pusan - Périmètre in Korea. Unilateral disarma- 
ment certainly goes much further than à desire that 
Canada not have nuclear weapons. 

We sincerely believe that/ the basic premise of 
this organization (CUCND) is entirely valid. We un- 
ilenstand by this that Canada should, make her weight 
as a respected leader of the middle powers felt in the 
councils of the world so that the present rush by many 
states to the brink of conflict and beyond can be 
averted. Surely' this worthy objective can better be 
brought to fruition if thé CUCND movement sets 
forth a coherent and non-contradictory statement of 
its principles. ;
